TxH1s Seminary is located in Blairsville, Indiana County, Penna., 
upon a beautiful lot of ground containing several acres. Mountain 
hill and valley unite in the landscape, and a beautiful little river, 
the Conemaugh, enriches this scenery of rare beauty. The Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania Rail Road passes within three miles, a branch of 
which (the Indiana Branch,) passes directly through the town. 
The North Western Rail Road also passes through the town. 

The Seminary edifice is of brick. It is one hundred and sixty 


feet front, and forty feet deep, and is well arranged for its intended 


use. 


Our Aims. 


The word of God and the enlightened spirit of this age and 
country, assign to woman avery high position in the social economy.

We require the pupils to dwell upon the earlier parts of the 
course of instruction until they are thoroughly undérstood, and 
thus future progress is made pleasant and rapid. The study of the 
Ancient and Modern Languages, Drawing, Painting and Instrumen- 
tal and Vocal Music, may be early introduced, without retarding, 
but rather facilitating, the attainments of the pupil in her other 
studies. 

The course embraces four classes, and pupils may be admitted to 
either of them upon examination. 

_ Members of the Senior Class who pass a satinthisaanty examination 
shall be regarded as graduates, and receive a diploma. 

Facilities can be afforded for graduates, and others, to prosecute 
more extensively branches of education kindred to those embraced 
in the regular course; and to cultivate to a greater extent Instru- 
mental Music, and the Ancient and Modern Languages. 
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Miscellaneous Regulations and Remarks. 


We deem the Sabbath hours to be sacred, and the Seminary ex- 

ercises on that day especially valuable, and we labor to make them 
so; and therefore urge it upon the friends not to interfere with 
these exercises by inviting pupils to be‘absent on that day, nor by 
calls upon them, nor in any other way. 

Pupils are to receive their friends who call upon them, in the 
public parlors, and in no case to invite them to their rooms with- 
out permission. | 

Needless damage done to furniture or rooms will be charged to 
the occupants. 

Pupils are expected to bring with them towels and table nap- 
kins; these and all clothing, and other property of the pupils, 
must be distinctly marked with the names of the owners. 

Parents should consider it a great loss to themselves, a great dis- 
advantage to the pupils, and a severe trial to the principals and 
teachers, when the pupils are tardy in entering at the beginning of 
the session, or when they leave before its close. 

The lessons of the earliest days of the session lay the foundation 
for the comfort and success of the learner; and to leave before the 
close, unless providentially called away, does unavoidably throw 
a suspicion upon the one who leaves, and produces an irresolute ef- 
fect upon her. It also causes discontent amongst those who remain, 
and is great injustice to the feelings and faithfulness of laborious 
instructors. 


Arrangement of Sessions. 


The school year is divided into two sessions, called; respectively, 
the Fall and the Spring Sessions. 

The Fall Session commences on the first Monday in September, 
and continues four months, closing on Thursday, the 20th of De- 
cember. 

The Spring Session commences on the second Monday of January, 
and continues six months. By this arrangement it is found that 
we have a sufficient recess in the Holidays, and an ample vacation 
in the hot months*of July and August, which are not so well 
adapted to studying. | 
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Payments must be made invariably one-half in advance. Deduc- 
tions will be made, if needful and acceptable, to the daughters of 
clergymen; and also to young ladies dependent on their own exer- 
tions. But any deviations from the published charges must be ar- 
ranged at the time of entering. No deductions for absence except 
when caused by severe and protracted illness.
